Leaf vacuum 


ends burning 
in Madison

As tree leaves begin to fall this year, there will 
_ be something missing in Madison — the smell of 
burning leaves. 

Using a grant from the Madison County 
Environmental Committee, the city has 
purchased a leaf vacuum that will go into use 
this year. 

Leaf burning in populated areas was banned by 
the state several years ago, but Madison 
traditionally allowed restricted burning during 
the fall. One of the conditions of the grant was 
that the city ban leaf burning. 

Street Superintendent Robbie Robbins said the 
city is putting together a flier ou 
residents should prepare their leaves for pickup 
and a schedule for picking up leaves throughout 
the city. 

‘At the Oct. 12 City Council meeting, the 
aldermen agreed to handle the distribution of the 
fliers in their wards. 

Robbins said that, in most places in Madison, 
there is room to pile the leaves between the 
street curb and sidewalk for pickup. 

In areas where there is not room, the leaves 
will be placed on the street, he said. 

Because the vacuum has blades that mulch the 
leaves, Robbins said it is very important that 
only leaves be put in the piles. 

‘Alderman John Hamm said that, in 
neighborhood, there are several little i 
who like to hide in the leaf piles and “‘it scares 
me to death to think what might happen” if 
children had hidden in a pile when the vacuum 
comes. 

Robbins said the street department will have a 
crew going in front of the vacuum to check the

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Burpo may get nine separate trials

Dr. Carl Burpo could have 
nine separate trials on sexual 
abuse charges if his attorney has 
his way. 

Associate Judge James M. 
Radcliffe agreed to separate the 
11 remaining misdemeanor 
charges against Burpo by the 
nine victims. 

Assistant state’s attorney Den- 
nis Hatch said he was not 
opposed to the plan. 

However, he did ask the judge 
to delay any trials against the 
doctor until the Illinois Supreme 
Court decides if seven more seri- 
ous sexual 


assault charges 


should be reinstated. 

Hatch argued that he would 
lose. the chance to prosecute the 
doctor on the more serious 
charges if the doctor is acquitted 
on the lesser charges. 

“Our argument is that the con- 
duct (from the misdemeanors 
and felonies) is the same. With- 
out knowing what the (Supreme 
Court) ruling is going to be -on 
the charges, I don’t see how we 
can go on with the misdemeanor 
cases,” he said. 

Radcliffe dismissed the felony 
charges against the doctor last 
month, saying state statutes are 
not clear on what constitutes 
“sexual penetration” by a gyne- 
cologist. 


Both Hatch and defense attor- 
ney Clyde Kuehn were allowed 
to submit further argument on 
why the trial should be delayed 
before Radcliffe makes a deci- 
sion. 

The 71-year-old doctor was 
charged in 1992 with 21 counts of 
sexual abuse and assault. He has 
pleaded not guilty on all counts. 

He also was charged in Sep- 
tember with seven counts of 
unlawful delivery of a controlled 
substance. He allegedly pre- 
scribed addictive drugs to sever- 
al female patients when they 
had previous addiction problems. 

Burpo pleaded not guilty to 
those charges as well and was 
restricted from prescribing cer- 
tain medications. 


Man gets five years for role in killing 


A 20-year-old man was sen- 
tenced Thursday to five years in 
jail for his part in the death of 
Bronx Zoo drummer Angelo Tor- 
res last year. 

Delando Bell of East St. Louis 
pleaded guilty in August to con- 
cealment of a homicidal death. 
A second charge of aggravated 
kidnapping, was dismissed in 
exchange for the plea. 

Circuit Judge Michael O'Mal- 
ley said he would recommend 
that Bell be sent to the state’s 
impact incarceration (boot 
camp) program. 

Bell followed several other 
persons as they took the 26-year- 
old Torres out to a deserted road 
outside Centreville on Nov. 13, 
where Alphonso ‘‘Capone” Fuller 
shot Torres and left him to die. 

The dispute apparently erupted 
when Torres confront Fuller’s 
girlfriend and cursed her. As 
Torres tried to leave the scene, 
Fuller and several other men 
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stopped him, placed him in the 
trunk of the car and went to 
Fuller’s house. When Fuller 
returned, the group then went to 
the road in Centreville. 

Defense attorney Brian Trent- 
man said Bell’s role in the inci- 
dent was minor in that he took 
Fuller away from the scene of 
the crime in his car. However, 
he said Bell had testified against 
Fuller, who was sentenc: last 
month to 60 years in prison. 

“These type of activities are 
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more easily done when it’s a 
group of people than one,” 
O'Malley said. ‘‘But since he 
was part of that, he should be 
penalized.””

“You never need a coat or gloves,” she 
said. ‘‘The most you ever need is a sweater 
— that’s all.” 

She also explained that it is not the custom 
in Vietnam to celebrate individual birthdays. 
Everyone celebrates the anniversary of their 
birth on the Chinese New Year 

Munn, who moved to the United States 
from Japan 5+ years ago, told students that 
the Japanese edueational system is very 
different from the system in the United 
States. 

‘She said the Japanese take education very 
seriously. The school day is much longer in 
Japan than it is in America, and the school 
year is a lot longer. Summer vacation in 


papas is only a little more than a month 
jong. 

Munn told students a little bit about the 
history of Japan, ranging from the Imperial 
era to the present democratic system. 

Also, she brought a traditional Japanese 
kimono to show the students. 

In the Japanese culture, there are some 
holidays for little boys and other holidays for 
little girls, she said. 

‘On the boys’ holidays, they will often 
decorate their homes with symbols of 
ancient warfare such as helmets and swords. 


Little girls will dress special dolls in 
traditional costumes and place them around 


> the house on the girl holidays, she said. 


Munn did explain to the students that 
children are the same all over the world. 
Even in Japan they still like Mickey Mouse, 
baseball, Nintendo and loud Rock 'n’ Roll.

Pizza purists consider it heresy to 
Wary the dish’s ethnic persecute? but 
today’s pizza has international flavors 
from Mexico, the Orient, the Caribbean 
and back home in the Old West. 

Some interest comes from a trend to 
get rid of fat by using li 
cheese. Others replace 
with beans and white-meat chicken in 
meals all week long. Some cooks just 
have a knack for meshing flavors they

like from all parts of the world. 

After all, even a round pizza makes a 
square meal. The crust comes from the 
carbohydrate high grains food group. 
There are vegetables, meat and cheese 
besides. The puzzle is to get them to be 
the most nutritious. Sometimes 
alternative toppil make that possible. 

Taking the traditional type for a 
starter. Add red onion, mushrooms and 
sliced bell pepper. Less cheese 
yields less fat. Mozzarella made from 
part skim milk is one cheese of choice 

or pizza which follows the trend. Choose 
a cheese with lots of flavor punch, so 
less can be used. Another trick for using 
less cheese is to serve pizza right from 
the oven, so the “melted” feel is in its 
prime. 

Looking to other cuisines for 
inspiration, a pizza aficionado can take 
a cue from California Pizza Kitchens, 
which has one of its 34 stores locally at 
the Galleria. Of more than 25 pizzas on 

its menu, almost one-third are made 
with chicken — barbecued, Tex-Mex, 
roasted with II and new 
tatoes, garlic-roasted, Thai, Indian, 
riental and Santa Fe. Ituses 
mozzarella —— next eee baked 
as rinkding i extras on . Itis 
hotand fast to seal in flavor and quality. 
Green and red onion are among the 
toppings. So are teriyaki sauce, spicy 
tomato yogurt curry, fresh tomato and 
tomatilio salsa and grilled eggplant. The 


pizzas do not shy away from skipping 
meat altogether. Hawaiian pizza is 
interpreted with pineapple, bacon or 
Canadian bacon and homemade tomato 
sauce. Grilled teriyaki chicken pizza has 
grilled chicken marinated in an orange 
teriyaki sauce, red onion, scallion and 
bell Pepper on top. 

In other words, pizza has come a long 
way, baby. All it takes is a little — well, 
sometimes a lot of — imagination. 

_ Here are ideas for putting that 
imagination to use. Try a new-style 
pizza cutin small pie ces for an appetizer 
instead of a main dish, for a change. 
Southwestern Black Bean Bruschetta, a 
finalist in the 1993 Bays National Recipe 
Contest, falls into this type of cuisine.

At the recent Tournament of 
Champions boys soccer 
tournament at Granite City High 
School, | asked a cheerleader 
from Oakville (Ma.) how her 
school handled such things as 
gestures, prepa 
confrontations with coaches or 
club sponsors, or alcohol and 
drug use. 


Her response was that because 
of alcohol related problems at 
this year’s Oakville 
Homecoming, the school’s 
handbook was being revised to 
include specific discipline in the 
form of suspensions.

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Social Security benefits may be reduced if taken early’

@. My husband is 66 and I am 60. He took his retirement benefits 
‘at 65. If 1 start getting Social Security at 62, will I receive one-half of 
his amount? Or must I wait until age 65 to start getting benefits? My 
‘own Social Security is much less than his. 


You must be at least age 50. You must have become disabled within 
seven years of his death (or within seven years of drawing young 
Svidows’ benefits from Social Security). And you can’t be married to 
someone else 


Q. Will Medicare help pay for my podiatrist bills? : 

‘\. Medicare does help pay for some podiatry. For example, Medi- 
care covers removal of plantar warts, which are abnormal growths 
that appear on the soles of the feet. 

‘However, Medicare usually will not pay for routine foot 
as hygienic care or the removal of corns, calluses and other warts. 
The exception is for patients who have severe medical problems 
(such as diabetes) with their legs. Routine foot care is covered for 
them if it must be done by a physician due to their medical condi- 
tion. 

Q. Are there any dental bills that Medicare will help pay for? 

‘A. Very few dental services are covered by Medicare. It won't pay 
for routine care such as cleaning, fillings, extractions or dentures. It 
won't pay for more complicated procedures like root-canal work or 
surgery for impacted teeth. : 

Medicare does help pay for services of a dentist when a medical 
problem is more extensiye than just the teeth and gums — for 
example, an injury to the jaw or other facial bone 

‘Medicare also will help pay for a hospital stay necessitated by a

But disabled surviving spouses can get benefits as early 
as 50.

nter’s impending 
arrival is the signal 
to start protecting! 


And many things need to be 
protected. For example, not 
too many of us would let our 
vehicles try to make it 
through the winter without 
anti-freeze. People haul their 
boats out of the water well 
before it freezes. Those with 
pools don’t leave them as 
they were in the summer. 
There are all sorts of things 
that need to be protected for 
winter! 


As you may have guessed, 


we're about to talk about the 
plants, right? Close. We're 
going to 
mulch, That's one of the 
most important factors in 
helping plants survive the 
onslaught of ice, frigid winds 
and sub-zero temperatures.

Ready for snow? Many 
people have other names for 
the white stuff, and some 
couldn’t be printed here. 
Others love it. Whatever 
your feelings, snow can also 
be called mulch. That's right, 
snow is nature’s winter 
mulch. It spreads out for you, 
it’s free and it does a good 
job of insulating. Of course, 
there’s no guarantee of when 
it’ll come and how much 
we'll get, so providing some 
of your own mulch is a good 
idea. 


Many of the items you'd 
normally use for mulch in 
summer will also work in 
winter. Pebbles, bark nuggets 
and shredded bark, for exam- 
ple, make excellent winter 
mulch. You can also use hay, 
straw, roping and shredded 
leaves. After Christmas, use 
tree boughs. 


x 
Apply winter mulches once 
you're sure the plants are 
going dormant, but make 
sure you do it before an 
injuring hard frost. A light 
covering of mulch won't help 
much. Spread a two to four- 
inch layer of the stuff over 
the soil. Be sure to cover the 





root zone of the plant. Never 
mound the mulch against 
trunks and stems of trees 
and shrubs. Leave a few 
inches of space between 
plant bark and the edge of 
the mulch to discourage 
rodents from gnawing on the 
bark. 


Proper mulching for winter 
will give your plants the best 
chance of surviving until 
spring. 





Don’t Neglect The Birds! 

If you've been feeding wild 
birds, make sure you contin- 
ue to do so, especially with 
winter approaching. e 
birds have become accus- 
tomed to your feeder by now. 
If you absolutely must stop, 
try to do so gradually to give 
them a chance to find 
another food source.
